Estey said that finally on Friday, a note

But Estey said her daughter could have 
benefited from counselling immediately 
afterward — not four days later.

Although Estey said she’s relieved no 
one was hurt, she remains troubled about 
the delay in informing parents, and con¬ 
cerned it was allowed to happen at all. 

And, she wants changes made soft can 
never happen again.

Gavin said police continued investigat¬ 
ing the alleged sexual assault until the sec¬ 
ond incident occurred at the school, and 
the suspect was arrested at the scene. 

“The further investigation by sexual 
assault unit was able to positively identify 
the male as being involved in the first inci¬ 
dent,” he said in an e-mail. 

Sweeney said the school did issue a let¬ 
ter to parents following the alleged sexual 
assault on Sept. 21. 

“A letter went home that day on the 21 st. 
It’s a fairly simple letter that says we've 
had a report of an incident in front of our 
school,” he said. 

The letter said police are investigating, 
"and if based on their investigation they 
feel there’s need for greater community 
notification, they will provide that infor¬ 
mation and we will send it along to par-
